We resume our sketches of the leading Col-
loges of the United Btates, conflning oareelves
to-day to an institution in which the people of
Fhiladelphia are as much interested as if it
were loeated in our very midst,

Lafayette Colloge,

Yoeated at Easton, Pa,, was chartered undor the
sdminisration o1 Governor Shullze, March 8§,
1528, The first meeting ®f the citizens of Easion
oalled *to consider the propriesy ol establisning

» college in the borough” waa held December |

%7 18%4, and a committee, of which the Hon,
Joel Jones, late of this eity, was chairman, was
ppointed to drait o memorial to the Legialature
or the charier,

It was about this time that the Marquis de
Lafayette visited Ameries, receiving everywhere
a national ovation, and the College was nmmed
in his hopor. 1t was at first intonded that mili-

tary tactios should ocoupy o large place in the |
jnetructions of the College, the patriotic citizens |

having at their Pnl:mtmy meeting * Kesolved,
thnt & Ireemun’s arm can  best defend o free-
man's bome, aud that next to the education of
our youlh ln geverul #cience and literature, the
acquaintance of military sclence and the know-
Jedge of milltary taotics 14 & freewnn’s duiy,”

Accordingly 1t was provided in the charter
that the College should be turnished by the
State with arme and military equipments, and,
for the purpose of carrying out the plan, the
original corporators were partly composed of
miliury wen, among the most eminent of whom
were Colonel John Hare Powel und Generat
Robert Putterson, both of this clty.

This military character of the college was,
however, voon. abandoned; but it is mteresting
t0 know that when the emergency of the lawe
Eebellion demanded ‘“the freeman’s: arm o
delend a freeman's howe,” the alomoi sad
students of Lafayette College promptly answered
the call. In the address of Msjor Lee, de-
livered at the last Commencement before the
AMumnl, aod commemorative of the part taken by
the students of the College in the late war for the
Union, it 18 stated that over 26 per cent. of the
regular gradouates of the College, who had not
yet passed the military age, gerved in the Union
army, O the thirty clusses which had then
gradusted, every one was represented on the
roll of honor. The clasges of 1855 and 1800 sent
one-hall of thelr gradusting number 10 the war;
the classes ol 1650 and 1861 more than hatf.
When Gevperal lee mvaded Pennsylvania o
1863, s0 genernl was the patriotic exodus ol the
students i answer to the call for cmergency
men, that the Commencement exercises of that
year were wholly omitted. The orator goes on
to say, with pardonable pride, *‘a caretul com:
parison of the rolls of honor of the different
Colleges, as 1ar a8 they could be obtained, places
Lalsyette in this respect in the van of all. The
average percentage of the New England colieges
is about 23 per cent,, Yale leading them with 25,
The statistics from the colleges ot the Middle
Biates show a smaller figure, probably not reaon-
ing 20 per cent,”

At the time the College went into operation
there was In Pennsylvanis, east of the moun-
tains, but one chartered college (the University
in this olty) in existence, Dickinson College,
at Carlisle, baving been closed, by resson ot
financisl embartwssment, in 1881, The uvew
College, however, was obliced to struggie loug

precisted, and had [V not been for the untirine
exertion and selfsucrifice of Dr. Junkin and
Judge Porter, the enterprise would have been
Eiven ap,

In 1841 Dr. Junkin sceepted the Presidency of
Minmi University, but returned fn 1844 to
resume the Presadency of Lafayette, which posi-
tior he again reslgned in 1848, baving neoepted
the Presidency of Washington College, Va, It
wae while residing ot Lexineton that one of his
doughbters married @ plain, unpretending Virs
ginin gentleman, who atterwards beoame the
tamots Stonewall Jockson. Dr, Junkin’s patri-
olic resistance to the Rebellion is well known
to most of our remders; but the foliowing (n-
cident I in such noble contrast with the
spirtt exhibited by so many Northern men who
huppened to be 8outh when the Kebellion broke
out, that It deserves special mention: —

On the 17th ot April, 1861, the «tudents sur-
mounted the statue of Washington with a
disunion flug. The Doctor fLmmedintely
ordered it down: bat finding it still there
when the Sentors came in to recite, he promptly
dismissed the elues with the remark:—**Weil
then, gentlemen, ss you have put it there in
express opposition te my order, | am under the
pecessity of telllug you that I have never been
ridden over rougli-shod in that style, and 1 never
will be, Jnevar witl hear a recidation or deltber
a leoture under a Hebel flag.,” In the evening of
the enme day, the Facuity having voted to allow
the Hebel Hag to remain, he resigned the Presi-
dency of the College, **Thus,” says he, In the
published account of this transaction, “within
twenty-four hours from the time I was informed
that my collesgues had  determined to
permit the eecession flag to wave over
the head of Washington, my connection with the
College he had 8o nobly endowed ceased forever.
I saw plainly that if 1 remuined, absolute silence
or & volce in favor ot secession must be the
price of my personal satety. This price was too
great for me to pav. It would bankrupt my
gelf-respect and poliute my consgcience, The

led them furthest from the scence of war. It
wis stated a few vears ginoe, in a report w the
Bynod of Philadelphia, that so iarge & propor-
tion of the graduailes of Lalayetta College as
one-half were mimsters of the Gospel.

Agputher noticeable feature in the curriculum
of Lalavette, and which it3 early history recalla
10 our notice, is the attention paid w the study
of the English langoage, not merely in the de-

rtments of belles lettres, rhatorie, nud Eog-

wh literatore, but in the depurtmant ol lun-
guage itaell: plucing it upon the level of the
Greek and Latin s o philological study, In
thelr memorial to the Lecisiature for a charter
(& printed copy of which Lias been furpighed us)
the Committee say—“The lunenage most nee-
Jected fn our seminaries of Lesrning is the Buc
Hah. Itis, we think, one of (e tollies of the
learned to expend time aud toil and money
the winute investimation of the lunguages of
otber times apd other people ul the exvense ol
omitting the equally curious and more usetul
wvestigation of their own., The Anglo-SBuxon
and the German ought Jong since to have
been made a part of the education
of our youth,” Hence these langusges were
early made prominent in the ingiructious of the
College, Professor F. A. Ruauch, Ph. D,, after
wards Prestdent of Marshall College, having
been appointed, in 1833, to the suparate Profes
sorship of the German Language and Liteeature,
Aund it may be remarked here that in 1857 the
Trustees of the College established a distinet de-
artment for the philological study of the Fug-
ﬂah. the first ever ostabliched in this eouutry,
but which has since been properly imitured by
many of our leading colleges. Dr. MePhail in
hie innugural address (1868) says:—*We do nol,
then, substituie English for Lintin and Groek: but
rather pursae (in the classical course) the
mutual and co-ordinate study ot all three for
the better understanding of the whole, We
expect wore knowledge of Latin und Greek from
our ten terws of anclent lauguuges plus two ot
Englich, than from the twelve of the auclent,
The part is found greater than tue whole, s in
many other matters.,” And e viow a'rige
ingl corresponds with  that  preseoted
b tgecomminmaooarl ns 1824, Whileurging in
e memorial the introduction of the study of
English and other modern langnages, and s;l[rlm
ginting upon keeping up the standard of Latin and
Greek, they say:—"Lest we should be thought
to preseribe a course impructicable within a
reasonable tme, we will add that the period
psually allotted 1o the Latin und Greek merely
would be, under s proper method of instruction,
amply syfficient for the acquisition of all we have
mendiomedh”  As this department of Euglish lan-

] and phflology has already won for the
&m;e such high distinction, and is n iteelf so
important, we add a lew extracts from the lnsg
caialogue of the College:—

The Rev. George Junkin, D). ., was electe
first President of the College, February g, 1833,

only alternative was fighe;” and the brave old
man’s course throughout the whole Rebellion
WS a8 uncom&rmmaing a8 al the sturt. The
Presidency of Washington College is now occu-
pied. as our remders are aware, by that
distinguished Rebel chiel, Geperal Robert E.
Lee, while Dr, Junkin Las returned to Latayeite
College, his frst love, and for which the toil and
gtreunth of hie carlier years were spent. He s
now Emeritus Professor of Politiesl Philosophy,
and we doubt not that the students, under his
able instructions, will ever reject ond abhor the
ernicious Southein doctrime of ultrn State
Rizhte,

The second President of Lafayotte College,
from 1841 1o 1844 (during Dr. Junkin’s absence),
wis Rev. Jonn W, Yeomans, D. D, He was a
1ipe scholar and a man of rare abilites, espe-
cially in his favorite department of metaphysics,
Lie bad the hopor of being clected Moderator of
the (), 8, General Assembly of the Presbyterian
Church, which met in Rocuester in 1880, Afwer
his resignation of the Presidency, in 1844, he
became }m-slur of the First Presbyterian Church
in Dunville, where he died in 1863,

Upon the second resiguation of Dr. Junkin in
184%, the Presidency was offered to Rev. Dr,
Nuesau, the Vice-President of the College and
Professor of Ancient Lunguages, but to the great
regret of all the friends ot whe College, he was
never insuguiated, and soon atter resigned from
the Faoulty.,

It was at this juncture that the Presbyterian
Synod of Philadelphin formally adopted the
College. 1t was still w remain open to students
ot all religions denominations, but the charter
‘was amended so as to allow the Synod to nomi-
pate ull the Trustecs and Prolessors, and
through sonual commitices to exercise n gene-
ral supervigion over the affairs of the Colloge,
This was felt to be necessary 10 give efflcicucy
to the isstitution, and the lari*ab_vwrimw more
readily united 1o the project, as all the other
leading denominations had established colleges
in this secuon of the State, while there were
noue upder the conirol of any branch of the
Presbytertan Cuurch, Rev, D, V. McLean, D.D.,
wig elected by the Synod Presldent of the Col-
lege, und & vigorous eidort was made to rase a
parmanent endowmeut of $100,000, principally
vy the sale of seholarships,

Dr, Mcliean was succecded wm 1857 by Rev.
George W, McPhail, I D, It was daring his
udministration that the Scuthern Rebellion was
commenced, the influence of whick was felt so
soverely by many ot the Northern colleges, as
seen in the very large redaction of the number
ol students In them all, So many of the students
al Lafuyevte enlisted m the ariny, and the pros-
sure of the times g0 mueh dimim=hed the num-
ber of new students, that it seemed st one time
that the clagses of the Coliege would be dis-
continued. Dr. MePhuil resigned in 1863, aud
a meeting of the Board of Trusiees, in Sap-
temiber of thut yeuar, was called *to consider
the propriety of suspeading operatlons under
lncressing embarrnséments,” as tue entire reve-
nue of the Collees, lromall sources, smountad to
but httle over $4000. The members of the Bynod,
aud other tmends of the College, would not,
however, consenl to thils; and in Ocwber the
Rev, W, O, Cateell, D, D,, then pastor of the
Becond Preshyterinn Church at Harrisburs,
but tormerly Professor of Lutin and Greek in the
College, was elected Prasldent, and & new etort
wos tnsugurated to compicte the endowment;
the Bynod, at the same time, by 4 unaniwous
vote, pledging ieelf *to pray and labor lor the
flual and successiul estnolishment of the Col
lege, under the Divine blessing, beyond all cou-
tingencige,” The resuit of these cllorts wus
succeselul beyond the most sanguine expeocto-
tlans ot the irlends of the College,  And as the
main object of the e nrtleles is to show whit hos
Been done for our educations! institations, and
thus to encourape our people to contivue this
grand and beneseent work, we will reproduce
sone of the (mets ip this extraordinary move-
went, ulmost nuparn!ieled in the history of soy
Collége 1 e country,

committees to secure the erection of handsome
halts, In addition to the public bujldings there
nre now saven handsome reshlenced for the pro-
{essors; 0 thol the grounds of the Colloge, em-
braeing abont forty acres, and crowning the
muenificent hills that command a view of the
valleys of the Lehigh wud Delpware, unsur-
pegsed in beauty and grandear, will soon be
doted with elegant and tustenl editices,

Of the general College endowment (£100,000)
ruided durine the past year, a large part was
contributed by eitlzens of Philadelphia, and we
tnke plessnre u mentioning some of the most
generong donors whose sames appear in the

But we have mot yet mentioned the noblest
pation of the College; one 10 whom the greateat
nonor belongs, nnd indesd to whose muvifl-
ctnce the College really owes il present grest
Ercls;-onty. A correspondent of the Easton

press, in deseribivg the prineipal personages
al Prestdent Cattell's levee, onlust Connence-
mwent evening, speaking ol a “‘central fgure”
atiracting the attention aod interest of the

assembled guestg, saye:—"He stands with
downcust eye and moflest mien,
quietly talking  to  thoss  mecarest

1o himj and so retiring acd unassaming is his
whole sppesrance and manner inat a careless
observer would bardly see in him the self-mnde
man of iron will, nntiring industry, keen native
shrewdnees, and brosd grasp of mind, who has
added 1o his other lionors the crowning one of
a priceely munideence, which has made the
nawe ol A, Pardee torever Joved by all the
friends of Lafayette, snd hovered by the friends
of livernl educurion throughout the Jand.”

Mr, Pardec's ficst not was to give $320,000, in
Auguet, 1864, 1o eudow the coeir of mathemu-
tics, This, we belweve, was the ficst chalr in any
Pennsslvaniu College cudowed by sny one  per-
son. This noole donation wa< followed £00n
after by o gift ot $100,000, 1o endow, in the Col-
lege, & soaENtTIFIC coonse parullel with the
OLASSICAL and lere Ladnyette College again has
the honor of setting & worthy example, at least
to her sister Colleges in this State,

This was 1he tirst endowment of & selentide
course fu any regular elassical college in Pepn-
sylvanin, and it was desigoned for the constautly
merepsing number of stadents who wish to
study the natural seiences, mathematics, modern
lenguuges and literature, bistory, rietorie, logic,
and mental aud moral philusophiy, as thoroaghly
as they are studied in our best colleges, and
who would be glad to enjoy the cullivation and
learned habite and aszocistions of college life,
but who will not study Greek and Latin,

In sddition to this general selentitic course,
which 1s designed to lay n substantial pasis of
knowledge and scholerly culture, optional
studies are arranged tor the Benior year aod jor
& poet graduate course, eo that the stuldents may,
if they choose, devole themselves to studies
essentinlly practical and techuleal, viz:—knagi-
neering, civil, topogrupbical, and mechanieal;
miging and wetallorgy, archlectare and the
ﬂ]’l'“w a! chemistry to agriculiore and the
arte, will also be afforded an opportunity
for the spectal study of trade and commerce, of
modern liognages and philology, aand of the
history and instigutions of our own countiry.

At the time this handsome donation was
made by Mr, Pardee, we made it the topic of an
extended editonal article, sud we cau only re-
peat what we said then:—"For this munilicent
gut he deserves, and will receive, the gratitude
ot an culightencd publie, AN men will rejolce
the! wealtp has been placed by Providence in
the Linuds of one who kuows so well how to
cmploy it, 1o the ‘Novum Organam' the
genius of Bacon Lus done no more for the ‘nd-
vincement of lJeurning’ than the noble consecrd-
tion of weulth to educational purposes by suoh
men, in our day, as Mre, Pardee,”

The result ol the noble eflorts of Mr, Pardes
and the other distinguishied gentlemen who are
associted with bhim in this good entercprise, 1a
scen in the increase of students st Lhe opening
of the pregent College year. Whitle the grada-
aling closs, which enfered four years sgo, num-
bers only eleven, the Freshman Class, which
entered last Iull, numbers forty-two. The
Faculty now conlains flileen professors and two
tutors, Truly the few survivors among the
veperable men who, more than forly years ago,
origimeted the College, may well regsrd thele

ency i this matter s theé crowning bonor of
their livee, The toil of years is ot last res
warded. Kastou is now one of the recognised
centres of the ltersry nod selentine world, and
may Mr, Pardee and the other muniticent
pairovs of the institation Jong live to enjoy
their beneigciions, and to see many classes of
young men prepared for enlarged uselulness
under the broad snd generouns culture of the
College they have so nobly endowed.
